erties arc mad e to show a very small protlt 
on their capitalization . 
If this Is th e state of stTairs with the 
railroad min in g d epartm en ts, w hat is the

Is it n ot a m atter of reason th a t he can d o 
n othin g which his railroad m aster will uot 
commen d ? 
is It n ot a

Therefore, 
w hether or n ot in d ivid ual operators see In 
the railroad mon opolies their great en e­ 
mies, w hether or n ot the in d ivid ual opera­ 
tors feel themselves free to make common 
cause again st these railroad systems, 
I, 
speakin g fV» r the 130,000 min e workers this 
d ay on striae recogn izes these railroad s as 
our real en emies, an d n am e their presi­ 
d en ts as the men respon sible for refusal 
to arbitrate or even con fer upon the d if­ 
feren ces which have grown up, uot be­ 
tween them an d the organ ization I repre­ 
sen t, but between them an d their own 
employes, who through d elegates selected 
by themselves, met In eouveutbm iu the 
city of Hazleton on August 13 an d framed 
a list of grievan ces which were mailed to 
the gen eral superin ten d en ts of the min in g 
d epartm en ts of these railroad s, accompan ied 
by an in vitation to meet In join t con ven tion 
on August 27 for the purpose of d iscussin g 
an d if possible agreein g upon such chan ge 
In the scale of min in g an d con d ition s 
of 
employmen t 
as 
were 
w arran ted 
by 
the 
con d ition s of the coal In d ustry. But to our 
chagrin an d d isappoin tm en t the cord ial in ­ 
vitation exten d ed was n ot even ackn owl­ 
ed ged by those In charge of the coal d e­ 
partm en ts. 
These grievan ces, which the 
min ers recited in their circular, formed the 
groun d for the presen t strike an d because 
the railroad s are the real masters, again st 
whom we are makin g this peaceful, passive 
struggle, we cau on ly regard such in d e­ 
pen d en t operators as G. B. Markle & Co. 
aud such operators iu the light of fellow 
victims with « ourselves sufferin g un d er ex­ 
cessive freight rates as we suffer from low 
wages an d In human con d ition s of em­ 
ploymen t, an d we should regard arbitration 
with an y or all *>f such In d ivid ual opera­ 
tors as absolutely n ot calculated to ad ­ 
van ce the cause of the great bod y of au- 
thraoite min e workers, but on the con ­ 
trary to brin g their certain d efeat, for 
even were the board of arbitration iu, say, 
the Markle case, to aw ard all that the 
men d esired , that aw ard could be lived up 
to by Markle on ly so lon g as the strike 
con tluved elsewhere. 
Every poun d of coal 
th a t Markle would be perm itted to min e 
aud ship would In variably be appropriated 
by the Lehigh Valley Railroad compan y, 
thus placin g in their own han d s the wea­ 
pon which would d efeat the very object 
for which their own employes are on strike, 
aud because of the min e workers of the 
an thracite lield havin g their wages based 
upon a slid in g scale, the earn in gs of the 
Markle men would n ecessarily be red uced , 
were the strike t*» prove a failure at other 
poin ts in the an thraeite region . 
Wages tlxed on a slid in g scale basis would 
on ly remain high while there was a scar­ 
city of coal in the New York an d eastern 
seaboard m arkets, an d would immed iately 


fall when more coai was n ein g tran sported 
to these m arkets than could be con sumed . 
It Is an absurd ity, from a busin ess p» )in t 
of view, to even assume that Markle ojr an y 
other in d ivid ual operator could con tin ue to 
pay a higher rate of wages than his com­ 
petitors, the railroad compan ies, for an y 
con sid erable len gth *>f time, an d in fact, 
it is well kn own within the mtuln g region s 
that the in d ivid ual 
operators, 
in clud in g 
Markle. Impose con d ition s of employmen t 
upon their men which Iu some in stan ces 
are more objection able than those imposed 
even by the large corporation s. 
For these 
reason s 1 hold that it would be a fatal 
m istake for us to con sen t to un y partial set­ 
tlemen t of this strike, or to agree to other 
than a gen eral resumption of work. 
It ought to g*» without sayin g at this late 
d ate that I am a staun ch ad vocate of the 
prin ciples of arbitration , an d d id I n ot per­ 
son ally favor these prin ciples, the laws of 
the organ ization of which I am presid en t, 
make arbitration on e of its card in al ten ets. 
I will go further an d say that arb itra­ 
tion in civilized lan d would be un n ecessary 
If min ers aud min e own ers were to ad opt 
the same system of ad justin g wage* d is­ 
putes as is in force in the* bitumin ous coal 
d istricts of i ’en usylvan ia, an d ulso in all 
other coal prod ucin g states in America, 
where* ud uc operators aud min e workers 
meet an n ually in 
join t 
con ven tion an d 
reach an amicable settlem en t on all ques­ 
tion s govern in g wages an d con d ition s 
of 
employmen t. 
But because I am aware that there Is se­ 
rious. if misguid ed , repugn an ce on the part 
of railroad carriers in the an thracite Held 
to recogn izin g our organ ization , its offi­ 
cers, the min e workers’ organ ization , whose 
chief officer I have the hon or to be, yield ­ 
in g all n atural prid e of havin g It treated 
within this d ifficulty, repeat what I have 
publicly stated before, that J an d my offi­ 
cial colleagues will n ot ask to be recog­ 
n ized or con sulted by the min e own ers if 
the officers or represen tatives of these great 
railroad compan ies will d o what they have 
man y times said they would d o, meet com­ 
m ittees of their own employes an d come to 
a peaceful agren ieut. 
Provid ed , however, 
that such con feren ces between the various 
compauls 
aud 
committees 
represen tin g 
their own employes will meet in separate 
halls In the same city an d on the same 
d ate. This provision is in serted because 
heretofore, 
when 
committees 
presen ted 
grievan ces to an y of the great compan ies 
they were in variably met with the argu­ 
men t that the compan y could n ot remed y 
the wron gs complain ed of because con qM- 
lug compan ies en forced con d ition s of em- 
ploymen t n ot more favorable to the min e 
workers than their own . By hold in g these 
separate con feren ces simultan eously In on e 
city there could be an exchan ge of opin ion 
between all of the min e own ers an d min ­ 
ers whose In terests are at stake, thus re­ 
movin g the j ossibility of on e compan y be­ 
in g placed at a d isad van tage by payin g 
more for labor than was exacted from their 
com petitors.

RAILROADS TO BLAME. 


H itchel A llege* They Have 
R oth M iners 


and O perators by the Throat. 
Proposes A rbitration. 


Hazelton, Pa., Sept. 22.—President 
Mitchell Issued a statement to the pub­ 
lic last night in which he said in part: 
The striking mine workers recognizes, as 
their real opponents in this struggle for a 
slight amelioration of the hard, grinding 
conditions of the overage miners’ life nine 
railroads which with their presidents are: 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad company, Alexan­ 
der J. Cassatt, president; Lehigh Valley 
railroad system. Alfred W alter, president; 
Delaware and Hudson Railroad 
company, 
R. 51. 
Olyphant, 
president; 
Delaware, 
Lackawanna and W estern Railroad com­ 
pone \v . H. Truesdale, president; Central 
Railroad company of New Jersey, J. R. 
Maxwell, 
president; 
Philadelphia 
and 
Reading Railway company, Joseph ll. H ar­ 
ris, president; Erie railroad and New York, 
Susquehanna and W estern railroad, E. B. 
Thomas, president; Delaware, Susquehanna 
and Schuylkill company, Irving A. Stearns, 
president; New York, Ontario and W estern 
railway, Thomus B. Fowler, president. 
These nine 
railroad 
corporations, 
be­ 
tides producing approximately 72 per cent 
of the hard coal, are the sole carriers to 
tidew ater of all coal mined in the anthra­ 
cite fields of Pennsylvania and for this 
service of carriage a charge from 40 to 08 
per cent per ton according to the size of 
the coal is made. They charge three times 
as much to carry a ton of anthracite coal 
IOO miles us is charged to carry a bitu­ 
minous ton of coal tho same distance. So 
exorbitant are the rates th at the legiti­ 
mate 
profits 
which 
should be credited 
to the mining departm ents of these rail­ 
roads are absorbed by freight rates, aud 
as a second consequence their coal prop­ 
erties are made to show a very small profit 
on their capitalization. 
If this is the state of affairs with the 
railroad mining departm ents, what is the 
condition of the independent operators? 
Is it not a m atter of reason th at can do 
Is it not a m atter of reason th at he can do 
nothing which his railroad m aster will not 
commend? Is it not a mater of public no­ 
toriety th at he does do nothing which the 
railroads do 
not 
sanctum? 
Therefore, 
whether or not Individual operators see in 
the railroad monopolies their great ene­ 
mies, w hether or not the individual opera- 
tora feel themselves free to make common 
cause against these railroad systems, I, 
speaking for the 130,000 mine workers this 
day on strike recognizes these railroads as 
our real enemies, and name their presi­ 
dents as the men responsible for refusal 
to arbitrate or even confer upon the dif­ 
ferences which have grown up, not be­ 
tween them and the organisation I repre­ 
sent, but between them and their own 
employes, who through delegates selected 
by themselves, met in convention in the 
city of Hazleton on August IS and framed 
a list of grievances which were mailed to 
the general superintendents of the mining 
departm ents of these railroads, accompanied 
by an invitation to meet in joint convention 
on August 27 for the purpose of discussing 
and if possible agreeing upon such change 
In the scale of mining and conditions 
of 
employment as were w arranted by the 
conditions of the coul industry. But to our 
chagrin and disappointment the cordial in­ 
vitation extended was not even acknowl­ 
edged by those in charge of the coal de­ 
partm ents. 
These grievances, which the 
miners recited In their circular, formed the 
ground for the present strike and because 
the railroads are the real m asters, against 
whom we are waking this peaceful, passive 
struggle, we can only regard such Inde­ 
pendent operators as G. B. Markle & Co. 
and such operators in the light of fellow 
victims with ourselves suffering under ex­ 
cessive freight rates as we suffer from low 
wages and In human conditions of em­ 
ployment, and we should regard arbitration 
with any or all Mf such Individual opera­ 
tors as absolutely not calculated to ad­ 
vance the cause of the great body of an­ 
thracite mine workers, but on the con­ 
trary to bring their certain defeat, for 
even were the board of arbitration in, say, 
the Markle case, to award all that the 
men desired, that award could be lived up 
to by Markle only so long as the strike 
continued elsewhere. 
Every pound of coal 
th a t Markle would be perm itted to mine 
and ship would invariably be appropriated 
by the Lehigh galley Railroad company, 
thus placing in their own hauds the wea­ 
pon which would defeat the very object 
for which their own employes are on strike, 
aud because of the mine workers of the 
anthracite field having their wages based 
upon a sliding scale, the earnings of the 
Markle men would necessarily be reduced, 
were the strike t*> prove a failure at other 
points in the anthracite region. 
Wages fixed on a sliding scale basis would 
only remain high while there was a scar­ 
city of coal in the New York and eastern 
seaboard m arkets, aud would immediately 


fall when more coal was ricing transported 
to these m arkets than could be consumed. 
It Is an absurdity, /rom a business p*)lnt 
of view, to even assume that Markle ojr any 
other individual operator could continue to 
pay a higher rate of wages than his com­ 
petitors, the railroad companies, for any 
considerable length Mf time, and in fact, 
It Is well kuown within the mining regions 
that the individual 
operators, 
including 
Markle, impose conditions of employment 
upon their men which In some instances 
are more objectionable than those Imposed 
even by the large corporations. 
For these 
reasons I hold tnut it would be a fatal 
mistake for us to consent to any partial set­ 
tlem ent of tills strike, or to agree to other 
than a general resumption of work. 
It ought to gM without saying at this late 
date that I am a staunch advocate of the 
principles of arbitration, and did I not per­ 
sonally favor these principles, the laws of 
the organization of which I am president, 
make arbitration one of Its cardinal tenets. 
I will go further and say that arbitra­ 
tion in civilized land would be unnecessary 
if miners and mine owners were to adopt 
the same system of adjusting wage dis­ 
putes us is in force in the bituminous coal 
districts of Pennsylvania, and also in all 
other coal producing states in America, 
where mine operators and mine workers 
meet annually In 
joint 
conventual and 
reach an amicable settlem ent on all ques­ 
tions governing wages and conditions 
of 
employment. 
But because I am aware that there is se­ 
rious, if misguided, repugnance on the part 
of railroad carriers in the anthracite field 
to recognizing our orgauizatiMn, its offi­ 
cers, the mine workers* organization, whose 
chief officer I have the honor to be, yield­ 
ing all natural pride of having It treated 
within this difficulty, repeat what I have 
publicly stated before, that I and my offi­ 
cial colleagues will not ask fo be recog­ 
nized or consulted by the mine owners if 
the officers or representatives of these great 
railroad companies will do what they have 
many times said they would do, meet com­ 
m ittees of their own employes and rome to 
a peaceful agrement. 
Provided, however, 
th at such conferences between the various 
compania 
and 
committees 
representing 
their own employes will meet in separate 
halls in the same city and on the same 
date. This provision Is inserted because 
heretofore, when 
committees 
presented 
grievances to any of the great companies 
they were invariably met with the argu­ 
ment that the company could not reincur 
the wrongs complained of because c o m b ­ 
ing companies enforced conditions of em­ 
ployment not more favorable to the mine 
workers than their own. By holding these 
separate conferences simultaneously in one 
city there could be an exchange of opinion 
between all of the mine owners and min­ 
ers whose Interests are at stake, thus re­ 
moving the I osslbility of one company be­ 
ing placed at u disadvantage by paying 
more for labor than was exacted from their 
com petitors.____________

ploym ent not more favorable to the mine 
workers than their own. 
By holding these 
separate conferences sim ultaneously in one 
city there could be au exchange of opinion 
betw een all of th e m ine ow ners and min­ 
ers whose Interests are at stake, thu s re­ 
m oving the I ossibilify of one com pany be­ 
ing placed at a disadvantage by paying 
more for labor thau w as exacted from their 
com p etitors.

the foreigners was a prerequisite to 
the opening of pence negotiations on 
ber part, a communication to Russia 
based upon the replies received by this 
government to its memorandum 
re­ 
garding the Russian proposal to with­ 
draw from Peking, aud a communica­ 
tion to the Chinese government in re­ 
ply to the request, transmitted through 
Minister Wu, th at 
this 
government 
immediately empower Minister Conger 
to begin negotiations 
with 
Prince 
Ching. 
These 
communications 
had 
been prepared substantially prior 
to 
the meeting of the cabinet and the 
brief period of the session,which lasted 
a little over an hour, is regarded as 
evidence th at there was no difference 
of opinion as to the course to be pur­ 
sued. 
Secretary Long, Attorney 
General 
Griggs and Secretary Hitchcock were 
present. 
Although the replies were kept sec­ 
ret, it is known that the German pro­ 
posal that negotiations with China be 
deferred until the Chinese responsible 
for the Peking outrages have been sur­ 
rendered to the allies, bas failed of 
approval by our government. 
The de­ 
clination has been conveyed in a man­ 
ner that cannot give offense, but it is 
believed that the United States gov­ 
ernment cannot recognize the princi­ 
ple that a country may be called upon 
to surrender its own citizens to 
a 
foreign power or powers for punish­ 
ment. 
The government does not re­ 
linquish the idea of the ultimate pun­ 
ishment of the offenders when they 
are properly Identified, but it does not 
believe that tile pursuit of this object 
should put a stop to all negotiations. 
The idea of a commission to adjust 
tile difficulties with China is again 
brought forward, and it is suggested 
that such a commission on tin* part of 
the United States may either form 
part of the joint international commis­ 
sion, which it is hoped will be ail- 
pointed for this purpose or, in tin* 
event of a failure of the efforts to 
secure joint aition, then tile mem liers 
can go on and deal directly with t'hilla 
for a settlem ent The names of Minis­ 
ter Conger, General Jam es ll.

DARIUS D. H A RE. 
Darius Dodge Hare of Upper Sandusky was born near Adrian, Seneca 
county, Ohio, Jan. 9, 1843, and died suddenly at the age of 55 at his home 
In Upper Sandusky. 
He was reared on a farm in Wyandot county, aud edu­ 
cated in the common schools, followed the profession of teacher, and 
attended the Ohio Wesleyan university at Delaware in 1862 and 1863, but 
did not graduate, owing to his enlistment as a private soldier in the signal 
corps of the United States arm y in the latter year. 
He performed regular 
and special duty under Generals Canby and Sheridan until Feb. 17, 1866. 
After being mustered out of the military service he attended the law 
department of the University of 
Michigan, where he graduated and was 
admitted to the bar 
in 1867. 
He began the practice at Upper Sandusky in 
1868, and became a successful lawyer. 
He was elected mayor of Upper San­ 
dusky In 1872, and re-elected three times In succession, filling th at office for 
a period of ten years to the satisfaction of the people of the city. 
In 1890 he was elected to the Fifty-second congress as a Democrat from
